Our Cork Correspondent writes:—-A sense 
tional slump is taking plece in the price of 
butter im Cork Butter Market. Last Thursday 
morning best Irish fell about 406. per cwt. 
On Friday it fell from Ws. to 15s., and on 
Saturday there was a further dyop of 10s., and 
all that came to the leading Irish market was 
purchased. A month ago the quotation was 
240s. per cwt., and to date the total fall is 
roughly 120s., bringing the figure per Ib. to 
ls. 1d., which is nearly the pre-war figure. 

Your correspondent learns from a high 
authority connected with the Cork market that 
there is every prospect of prices receding still 
further. 

Within the last couple of years the Govern- 
ment compelled Cork shippers to place a cer- 
tain quantity in cold storage here, to meet the 
necessities of the consumers during the winter 
and spring months, Last year 4,000 tons of 
butter were gold-stored for that purpose. Last 
summer English and Scottish ports were closed 
to Irish butter, with the result that merchants 
had to buy to keep the markets clear, and this 
surplus over home needs had also to be cold: 
stored In November the Government gave a 
qualified permission to ship the large stocks
